Is  this 
because  he  will  not  sell  out  imeap?  Is  this 
an  intimation  that  if  Balak  wants  anything 
of  him.  he  must  expect  to  p*v  a good  price 
for  it. 

It  seems  more  probable  f hat  he  had  a 
suspicion  of  his  own  genuine  less,  that  there 
was  a crack  in  his  sincerity!  'that  he  feared 
that  his  integrity  would  not  i|tand  the  strain 
of  temptation  at  close  range!  I He  know  the 
value  and  necessity  of  hone^iv  hut  could  not 
be  sure  of  his  own.  He  knew  it  was  nec- 
essary to  he  true  but  he  fell  the  pull  of  the 
false.  In  his  heart  he  haa  a correct  con- 
ception of  righteousness  Imt  he  loved  the 
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will  ol  JehoVi.e  ' yet  follows  the  lure  of 
fortune  an  I the  hope  of  gain.  Vainly  try- 
ing to  drown  the  protests  of  conscience,  and 
the  warning  of  Jehovah  with  professions  of  a 
purpose  to  he  true,  he  follows  a course  III 
which  it  is  impossible  to  be  other  than  false 
Led  along  by  a desire  for  selfish  prefer- 
ment which  he  himself  hardly  apprehends  or 
would  believe  if  he  were  told  he  cannot  see 
the  warning  signals  in  his  path,  nor  under- 
stand their  import  when  they  are  forced  on 
his  attention.  So  blinding  a thing  is  sin. 
so  powerful  is  the  undertow  of  depravity, 
even  in  men  with  great  light  and  wholesome 
impulses. 

0 Balaam,  Balaam!  you  are  the  preacher’s 
monitor  of  peril,  a floating  buoy  that  warns 
against  the  circling,  sucking  maelstrom  of 
sin.  that  corrupts  a holy  office  into  means  of 
personal  gain,  that  turns  the  prophet  of 
truth  into  the  pander  of  sin.  that  leads  a 
nation  to  idolatry  and  lust,  and  provokes  the 
indignation  of  a righteous  God. 

But  preachers  are  not  alone  in  their  need 
of  this  warning.  • There  is  no  safety  for 
any  of  us  but  in  being  crucified  to  the  world 
and  the  world  to  us  by  the  cross  of  Christ. 
Our  hope  is  in  “denying  ungodliness  and 
worldly  lusts,  to  live  soberly  and  righteous- 
ly and  godly  in  this  present  world.”  Be- 
ware of  the  ring  of  insincerity  especially  in 
religions  professions.  Be.  rather  than  seem 
to  he  If  there  is  love  of  truth  in  the  heart 
and  loyalty  to  Jehovah  in  our  souls,  the  rep- 
utation will  take  care  of  itself.  If  we  are 
false  to  the  light  of  His  truth  and  His  Spirit, 
sooner  or  later  it  means  to  he  swallowed  up 
in  the  vortex  of  confusion  that  led  Balaam 
to  make  godliness  a means  of  gain.

The  general  State  Convention  in  Novem- 
ber will  deal  largely  with  the  work  of  the 
past  year,  reviewing  iu  report*  wh*t  ha* 
been  done,  looking  for  the  moat  part  toward 
the  past.

Speeches  will  be  limited  as  to  time.  The 
program  will  he  constructed  with  a view  to 
interest  but  the  meeting  will  he  of  especial 
value  because  what  will  he  said  and  done 
will  inspire  and  instruct  men  in  the  dy- 
namics and  mechanics  of  religious  endeavor

In  the  present 
article  I am  to  write  of Ijpur  standards,  and 
I want  my  readers  to  t||nk  with  me  along 
these  lines  closely  and  piaverfully.  There 
is  much  more  in  the  siMiject  than  I shall 
be  able  to  bring  out  in  jlthis  brief  article. 
There  is  no  question  t bail  out  ranks  it  in  im- 
portance in  our  present- <i|jiy  practical  Chris- 
tianity.

compel  each  individual  to  deeide  upon  his 
own  standard,  resulting,  in  fact,  in  his  hav- 
ing no  fixed  standard  making  him  the  vic- 
tim of  an  unsettled  and  uncertain  state  of 
mind  that  takes  all  joy  out  of  giving.  They 
are  unbusinesslike.  They  do  not  appeal  to 
the  business  sense  of  business  people.  They 
have  developed  a strange  contest  among  our 
people,  a contest  between  the  money  getters 
and  the  money  givers,  between  those  who 
have  money  and  those  who  are  trying  to 
get  it  from  them.  We  have  an  army  of 
men  and  women  who  make  it  n business  to 
keep  the  people  up  to  the  point  where  they 
will  feel  like  giving  largely,  and  will  give 
largely  before  they  feel  it,  while  those  who 
have  money  make  it  their  business  to  resist 
these  efforts  and  to  keep  their  giving  down 
to  the  lowest  possible  point.  The  man  with 
the  money  clearly  has  the  advantage  in  this 
contest,  for  when  he  has  responded  to  ap- 
peals under  these  standards  he  discharges 
his  whole  obligation,  whether  he  gives  much 
or  little  or  nothing,  irrespective  of  his  real 
ability,  and  no  criticism  of  his  conduct  is 
admissible,  because  he  meets  the  conditions 
fully.  They  fosteh  illiberal  rather  than  lib- 
eral giving.  They  justify  every  man  in 
withholding  his  money.  They  make  the 
financing  of  the  kingdom  a mere  matter  of 
generosity.  They  take  no  note  of  any  claim 
God  may  have  on  our  material  things  ex- 
cept what  we  may  generously  choose  to  rec- 
ognize Under  these  standards  conviction 
for  penuriousness  is  impossible.  They  bar 
the  way  to  the  conscience.  They  shut  God 
out  of  the  problem.  They  foster  a wrong 
conception  of  the  relative  position  of  God’s 
kingdom  in  the  world.  Jesus  said,  “Seek 
ye  first  Ilis  kingdom.  These  standards  put 
it  last. 

But  why  say  more?  They  are  uncertain, 
unreliable,  inadequate,  confusing,  demoraliz- 
ing unseriptural.  They  are  a failure.  Un- 
der them  the  adequate  financing  of  the  king- 
dom is  impossible.  They  defeat  their  own 
purpose.  They  are  discouraging.  They 
are  anti-Seriptural  in  that  they  preempt  the 
field  against  God’s  standard.  They  nullify 
God’s  laws  on  the  subject.  They  leave  sen- 
sitive souls  on  the  tenderhooks  of  uncer- 
tainty. A good  sister  after  hearing  two 
fine  addresses,  one  on  home  and  the  other 
on  foreign  missions,  said  to  me  in  sub- 
stance, “Such  addresses'  always  distress  me. 
They  lay  on  us  these  great  burdens  and  tell 
us  we  must  give  to  send  the  gospel  to  these 
needy  people,  but  they  give  us  no  help  in 
determining  the  measure  and  limitations  of 
our  duty.  I sometimes  feel  like  giving  ev- 
erything I have,  hut  I know  this  is  not  ex- 
pected and  would  not  he  right,  aa  I have 
those  who  are  dependent  upon  me.  I have 
not  the  joy  in  giving  that  I ought  to  have, 
because  I am  never  certain  that  I have  done 
my  whole  duty.  I am  sometimes  tempted 
to  stay  away  when  such  things  are  talked 
about.”

This  question  Is  one  that  Is  per- 
plexing thinking  people,  and  many 
things  have  been  said  and  written 
as  a solution  of  the  problem.  Manv 
beautiful  thoughts  have  been  ex- 
pressed depleting  the  charms  of  a 
country  life,  many  fine  spun  argu- 
ments have  been  advanced  about  the 
pride  and  Independence  of  controlllna 
a farm,  but  still  the  hoys  steal  uwav 
and  the  conntry  Is  being  left  deso- 
late. 

It  matters  not. how  hard  the  life 
may  he  In  town,  they  never  wish  to 
return  to  the  old  home 

One  reason  Is  that  we  do  not  af- 
ford them  enough  recreation  and 
amusement  Of  course  »e  cannot 
compete  with  the  towns  In  the  way 
of  attractions  but  we  could  give  them 
more  pleasure  than  we  do  Thre« 
or  four  days  of  pleasure  during  a 
year  does  not  satisfy  a young  per 
son  brimming  over  with  animal  life 
They  need  to  meet  frequently  with 
young  and  Joyous  spirits,  as  they 
may  catch  Inspiration  from  kindred 
mind*.  Why  not  furnish  some  In 
norent  entertainment  for  them,  and 
Induce  them  to  engage  In  some  pas- 
time that  will  be  helpful  aa  well  as 
pleasing? 

Another  reason,  in  my  opinion,  Is 
that  they  are  not  treated  with  enough 
politeness  Csually  , they  are  or 
dered  to  do  things  and  often  very  un 
justly  punished  If  they  fall  to  do 
everything  they  are  told.  How 
many  father*  do  you  know  who 
would  aay,  “Son.  pleaae  saddle  my 
horse  while  1 finish  this  Job  I have 
on  hand?"  Or  how  many  mothers 
would  aay.  "Dear,  please  remember 
to  bring  In  the  stovewood  for  mother 
before  you  go  to  school.”  1 beard 
a father  aay  once  that  a man  who 
had  to  toil  In  the  field  could  hardly 
be  Just  to  hi*  own  children,  that  he 
was  often  too  weary  to  exercise  any 
patience. 

Again,  they  are  rarely  given  any 
educational  advantages  There  are 
so  many  Jobs  to  do  on  the  farm,  and 
It  la  so  convenient  to  stop  the  boys 
to  get  up  the  cattle,  fix  the  fence 
or  look  after  a stray  pig-  The  child 
who  Is  hindered  In  this  way  loses  all 
interest  In  his  studies  and  has  no 
desire  to  acquire  that  knowledee  that 
will  prepare  him  for  the  duties  of 
life 

They  are  never  given  the  privt 


lege  of  mahlng  money  for  their  very 
own.  Parent*  generally  feel  If  they 
give  them  decent  clothes  they  are 
sufficiently  paid  They  do  not  con- 
sider the  boy's  rights  as  an  Individ- 
ual, but  that  It  is  his  duty  to  work 
for  the  good  of  the  whole  family 

1*  It  strange  that  under  these  con-' 
dttlon*  he  beixtmes  restless  and  dis- 
satisfied and  eagerly  embraces  the 
first  opportunity  to  sever  his  connec- 
tion with  the  farm.
